Circumstances under which an 
automobile owner can be held liable 
for damage sustained by "guests,” 
or non-paying 
passengers in his 
c.ar, are limited by law In C alifor­ 
nia and a number of other states, 
advises the law departm ent of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The guest suit law in th is state 
has been changed from tim e to 
time, 
first 
elim inating 
ordinary 
negligence on the part of the own­ 
er as a ground for recovery of dam - 
age.s by a guest, and then by strik ­ 
ing out even gross negligence. Only 
wilful misconduct or intoxication 
remains as grounds on which a 
person who has accepted a free 
ride can bring a dam age su it in 
this state, notes the club. 
Before enactment of these laws, 
damage judgm ents were often ob­ 
tained in cases where ordinary neg­ 
ligence w’as the most th a t could be 
laid to the driver, 
resulting 
in 
numerous injustices. It was to cor­ 
rect thi.s situation th a t guest suit 
laws were evolved. 
The.se laws provide In general 
that persons riding as guests can­ 
not recover damages for injury in 
accidents unless they 
can 
prove 
gross negligence. In California, in ­ 
toxication or a wilfully and deliber­ 
ately dangerous act resulting in ac­ 
cident m ust be proved. 
This kind of legislation is still 
lacking in a number of states and 
motorists on long tours are cau­ 
tioned by the automobile club to be 
particularly careful w ith regard to^ 
transporting guests because of the 
possibility of incurring a dam age 
suit. 
The practice of giving rides 
to hitch-hikers was cited as an ex­ 
ample.

At a teachers’ round-table in New York 
the other day the “ideal teacher” was con­ 
structed out of a list of qualifications sub­ 
mitted by school children.

Historic Landmark Gives Way To Road Project 


LABORATORY PLANE 


A real flying laboratory, one of the few 
in existence, is going here and there about 
the country, seeking weather that regular 
transport planes avoid, making tests and 
discovering ways to eliminate certain dang­ 
ers. 
The laboratory is a standard transport 
plane except for the cleared cabin in which 
instruments and a work bench replace seats 
for passengers. Some of the things tested on 
recent flights are a new type of airway 
marker beacon and a method of eliminating 
the static that is built up on plane surfaces 
during flight. The latter purpose was attain­ 
ed by ase of a trailing wire which permits 
the harmless discharge of static accumula­ 
tions into the air and reduces interference 
with radio reception in the pilot’s cockpit. 
An amazing lot of aviation problems have 
been solved by testing devices for model 
planes and by mathematics and aeronautical 
designing indoors. Much, however, can be 
done only as a result of practice tests and 
experience in the air.

IT’S TIME TO WAKE UP 


There is extreme danger that the State of 
California will lose its valuable tideland oil 
properties unless the Congressmen from this 
state and the people wake up and do some­ 
thing. 
The House Judiciary Committee yester­ 
day approved a resolution which gives the 
Federal government the right to take over 
oil beneath California’s tidelands. 
This bill is aimed directly at the state of 
California for it does not provide for grab­ 
bing of oil from tidal and submerged lands 
of other coast states.

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Commerce Clause Stretched

Teamsters and stevedores aided by 
refusing to handle the company's 
goods with the result that the move­ 
ment of products from the plant was 
stopped. 
T he N a tio n a l Labor Relations 
Board then intervened and, after an 
investigation, ruled on April 2, 1936, 
that the company was engaged in un­ 
fair labor practices as defined in the 
labor law. The company was ordered 
to reinstate its discharged employees 
with back pay and to post notices 
that it would no longer interfere with 
union activities. 
From this ruling th* company ap­ 
pealed to the Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals which upheld the Board's ac­ 
tion. The case was then carried to 
the Supreme Court which, on March 
28, 1938, affirmed ..ie decision of the 
lower court The vote was five to two, 
with Justices Cardozo and Reed not 
participating. 
Chief Justice Hughes, In reading th# 
decision, pointed out that th# com­ 
pany shipped about 37 per cent of 
its annual "pack" in lntarttata or 
foreign commerce and, therefore, he 
declared there was “no question” 
that the concern was "directly and 
largely” engaged In such commerce. 
The Chief Justice then dispoeed of 
the company's contention that its 
labor was employed in local activity 
within the stats of California and for 
that reason was not subject to regu­ 
lation by a federal board. “Tbs close 
and intimate effect which brings the 
subject within the read. of federal 
C 
iwer may be due to ctivities In ro­ 
tten to productive industry, al­ 
though that industry 
when sepa­ 
rately viewed la local,” he asserted 
Injurious actions "burdening and ob­ 
structing interstate trade in manu­ 
factured articles.” he continued,"may 
spring from labor dispute: irrespec­ 
tive of the origin of the materials 
used in the manufacturing process.” 
Th# direct relation of the company's 
labor practices and tho resulting 
labor dispute to interstate commerce 
"and the injurious effect upon that 
commerce are fully established” the 
decision concluded 
Thus the Court went far beyond its 
1937 labor decisions. No longer is it 
necessary for tho Labor Board to 
show that a concern is engaged in 
the stream of interstate commerce. 
Even though its labor la employed 
in a purely local activity such as 
packing fruit and vegetable* also 
produced locally, th# National Labor 
Relations Board may regulate a con­ 
cern in relation to its employee* by 
merely showing that a portion of Its 
product is shipped in interstate com­ 
merce. Certainly, this is stretching the 
commerce clause to the breaking 
point 


During the past two years the Su­ 
preme Court has handed down a 
number of decisions which have had 
the effect of stretching the commerce 
clause of 
the 
C on stitu tion . 
This 
tendency 
to w a rd s “lib­ 
eral" interpre­ 
tation has been 
p a r tic u la r ly 
noteworthy 
in 
cases 
growing 
out of the rul­ 
ings of the Na­ 
tio n a l 
Labor 
R e l a t i o n s 
Board 
Prior to 1937, 
the highest tri­ 
bunal has held 
that 
the 
fed­ 
eral 
authority 
did not extend to the regulation of 
labor employed in the production of 
commodities even though these com­ 
modities were sold or were about to 
be shipped in interstate commerce. 
This was the position of the Court in 
1935 when, by a six to three vote, it 
held the first Guffey Coal Control 
Act to be unconstitutional. 
In April, 1937, the majority of th* 
Justices abandoned or rather, ig­ 
nored their previous decisions and 
in five cases, held that th* Wagner 
Labor Relations Act was constitu­ 
tional Th* Labor Board was fully 
upheld in its contention that it had 
the power to regulate the labor re­ 
lations of the Associated Press, a bus 
company and three manufacturing 
concerns. The essence of the deci­ 
sions, particularly in the manufac­ 
turing cases, was that these concerns, 
by securing raw materials in other 
states and by shipping their finished 
products to states other than the ones 
in which they were located were “in 
the stream of interstate commerce." 
By these decisions the Court per­ 
mitted the commerce clause of the 
Constitution to be stretched farther 
than ever before in our history. 
Apparently the Court majority, in 
their new zeal to match th* “liber­ 
alism" of the New Deal, had not gone 
as far as they were willing to go in 
stretching the fundamental law of 
the land This was recently demon­ 
strated in deciding a labor casa which 
had its origin in California. 
The history of this cass began in 
July, 1935 when an A. F. of L. union 
attempted to organize the Oakland 
plant of the Santa Cruz Fruit Pack­ 
ing Company. The management an­ 
nounced that a union would not be 
permitted 
because 
of competitive 
conditions and excluded the union 
members from the plant Thereupon, 
the union picketed the establishment

and processes of industry, 
taxes

retail 
sales 
and 
use 
taxes,

ate car tax, effective July I, 1939.

fu rth er 
provides 
im m ediate 
exem ption 
of 
$1000 
of 
assessed 
value 
of 
im provem ents 
occupied 
by the ow ner as a home, and of all 
rem aining im provem ents and ta n g ­ 
ible personal property through IO 
equal annual reductions. 
The am endm ent fu rth er provides 
the opportunity, through taxation 
of valuable land sites and n atu ral 
resources to recover for com m un­ 
ity purposes, those values w hich 
are due solely to the presence and 
industry of the people as a whole. 
The effect of such reform ation 
in our tax system will be to free 
productive 
enterprise 
from 
its 
crushing burden of taxes, and a t 
the sam e tim e to open up to labor 
and 
capital 
the 
g reat 
reservoirs 
of 
productive 
opportunities 
from 
which they are now locked out by 
parasitical 
speculation 
in n atu ra l 
and com m unity values. 
Enlightened 
self-in terest 
which 
m akes for the highest common in ­ 
terest should lead a t least 90 per 
cent of the voters of C alifornia 
to support the adoption of the tax 
relief am endm ent.

are doing a splendid business in 
our ports, while w ith few excep­ 
tions. A m erican ships are re tu rn ­ 
ing to scrap. 
The great m erchant fleet built 
a t enorm ous expense 
during 
the 
world w ar, has been discarded and 
broken down, like a C hristm as toy, 
we no longer w ant. Crews 
have 
dispersed largely into the W.P.A. 
and various fields of endeavor. O ur 
second line of defense has broken 
down. I w onder w hy? 
Those who have cargoes to move, 
are asking, not w hat 
nationality 
the ship 
is, 
b u t 
"W hat’s 
your 
price?" 
O ur 
m uch 
vaunted 
A m erican 
stan d ard of living, coupled 
w ith 
constant ag itation by radical labor 
leaders 
am ong seam en who are 
urged to dem and more and more, 
have driven Am erican ships from 
the sea. 
W hen A m erican seam en receive 
twice as m uch pay as British sea­ 
men and three to four 
tim es 
as 
much as Japanese 
seamen, 
and 
crew wages constitute about half 
the expense of operating a 
ship, 
how can American ship owners bld 
against foreign 
competition? 
To 
subsidize American ships against 
such competition would invite oth­ 
er countries to reciprocate in kind, 
in fact England already does fur­ 
nish sm all subsidies to their ships. 
Such practice would be worse than 
folly for us. 
To give up the idea of having a 
merchant marine would 
do 
two 
things. In the event of 
war 
we 
would find ourselves 
faced 
with 
the Imposition of a neutrality act 
by other countries and we would 
have to move our goods on our 
own ships, lf we had any. If not, 
we would learn the costly lesson 
China has learned. 
In time of peace the 
merchant 
fleet is just a s important. 
Every 
cargo a Japanese ship hauls for 
$75,000 when the American ship lost 
out by bidding 9150.000, it means 
that 975,000 worth of buying pow­ 
er has left America. This accumu­ 
lated very rapidly when multiplied 
daily In our United States ports. 
If American seamen do not come 
down In their wages to something 
within reasonable limits, we can’t 
have a merchant tnarine. 
An 
attem pt 
to 
deport 
Harry 
Bridges, 
W est 
Coast 
maritime 
labor leader, was suddenly shelv­ 
ed. Apparently someone is inter­ 
ested In keeping him on the ‘ job 
here. He was suspected of com ­ 
munistic 
ictivities. Seizing on 
a 
decision by the New Orleans cir­ 
cuit court of appeals, that mem­ 
bership in the 
communist 
party 
was not sufficient to warrant d e­ 
portation the investigators 
sud­ 
denly dropped the matter. 
I think the case should be re­ 
opened, and those who benefit most 
by 
hi* 
trouble 
making 
among 
American ships, should bs investi­ 
gated. 
W hat about 
the 
International 
Mercantile 
Marine 
of 
England? 
They are one of our chief competi­ 
tors for ocean trade, and Bridges 
is an English subject. Put two and 
two together. Would it not be rea­ 
sonable to suppose that they are the 
m ost interested in keeping Bridges 
here to etir up trouble for ua? 
Anyway it’* worth investigating.

REINSTATING STRIKERS 
The Supreme Court’s upholding of the National 
Labor Relations Board sustaining the rigjjt of th* 
Board to order the McKay Postal Telegraph Com* 
Piny to reinstate employes out on a strike, bring# 
a new definition to an employe. 
Under this decision, it would seem, that employes 
can work when they want to and still be em ploye* 
lf the union ao orders. In fact, It would seem that 
the union can order m ost anything it w antb and the 
em ployer is still obliged to keep an employe. 
W ith the p ro fits on all corporations for the IO 
years ending Ja n u a ry I, 1936, being only 1H per 
cent and th is new ruling th a t will g reatly increase 
the u n it cost of labor, the question of g e ttin g people 
to become active in industry becom es m uch m ore 
difficult. E very m an who has ever em ployed help 
knows, w ithout a doubt, th a t the m an who can de­ 
term ine w hat co n stitu tes a day’s w ork and whom he 
shall hire, can b an k ru p t the em ployer a t any tim e he 
so desires. 


It is hard to conceive how a Suprem e C ourt could 
ever reconcile. the W agner A ct w ith th e C onstitu­ 
tion. The A ct in itself prevents the w orking m an 
who needs the job m ost from having the rig h t to sell 
his services to th e w orld’s highest bidder. It compete 
the em ployer to recognize seniority if the m an be­ 
longs to the union and, thus, prevents the m ost im ­ 
p o rtan t p a rt of the C onstitution from functioning— 
the rig h t to p u rsu it of happiness by selling the en­ 
ergy and services of a hum an being to his best a d ­ 
vantage. 


It is as fa r from the U nited S tates th a t we had 
from 1868, w hen th e F ourteenth A m endm ent w as 
passed, up until 1913, when the S ixteenth A m end­ 
m ent w as passed, a s the H itler governm ent is from 
a practical dem ocracy. W hen anyone contends we 
now have a dem ocracy th a t m eans equality before 
the law, he has a stran g e in terp retatio n of equality.

INTELLECTUAL WORKERS VERSUS 
MECHANICAL W ORKERS 
Everyone who h as m ade any study a t all of col­ 
lective 
bargaining 
recognizes 
the 
insurm ountable 
difficulties in in tellectual work. T here is no definite 
w ay of reducing intellectual w ork to figures so th a t 
a u n it basis can be established. T herefore, intellec­ 
tual w orkers are, in reality, bound to w ork on a 
com petitive basis as to the belief* th a t employer* 
have a s to w h at th eir service* ar* w orth. Ther* is 
no way of the em ployer* definitely proving to a 
third party the relative m erits of intellectual ac­ 
tions. 


How ever, in m echanical 
operations, 
a 
certain 
stan d ard can be established and more or less defi­ 
nitely proved to a th ird party. T his m akes it easier 
to approach a uniform ity in piece w ages in m echani­ 
cal production, w here it is impossible to do it in in­ 
tellectual production. 
B ut the point is th a t if a m an w ith intellect I* 
obliged to com pete in the world in selling hi* s e r­ 
vices to the w orld’s highest bidder, w hy should th* 
m an who does only m echanical w ork have a rig h t 
to have a m onopoly and establish his w ages on a 
non-com petitive basis? is the m echanical w'orker to 
be favored a g ain st the intellectual w orker? Do we 
not w ant to encourage every w orker to use fore­ 
sight and ju dgm ent and initiative? To give prefer* 
enc® to the m an w ho does only m echanical w ork. 
is, therefore, c o n trary to the very first principle of 
progress, nam ely: th a t things m ust be p leasan t and 
agreeable th a t a re good for society and painful that 
are not good for the social group. 
If it is im possible to apportion rew ards to intel* 
lectual w orkers on other than a com petitive basis, 
it certainly is u n fa ir to give to 
th e 
m echanical 
w orkers w hat they dem and and, consequently, leave 
over only w hat they voluntarily see fit to, o u t of th e 
goodness of th eir h eart, for the intellectual w orkers. 
It is certainly not dem ocratic. It is a pro Ie ta irs dee* 
po ti em.

KIND OF PRODUCTION AFFDBTB 
PURCHASING POWER 
We have been preaching in M ason and out the* 
purchasing power com es from production and pro* 
duction only. 
It m ight be well to remark, In this connection, 
that the k in d , of things produced determ ines how 
much purchasing power results from production. 
If an individual produces som ething that society 
doe* not want, of course, there is no purchasing 
power. We cannot continue to produce, buggy har­ 
ness to any extent and have the producers of buggy 
harness receive much purchasing power. The point 
of a free enterprise la that any individual ha# a 
right to produce w hat he believes w ill reward him 
the most and give him the greatest purchasing pow­ 
er for a given expenditure of human energy. W hen 
we do not have free enterprise, the individual does 
not have this right. He is obliged to produce w hat 
the bureau in control telle him he m ust produca 
and take for it w hat they Me fit to give him. But* 
under a free enterprise, each man baa a right to 
sh ift his production to what he thinks ther* is tho 
mort demand for and will pay him bast. 
Truly it is production that is purchasing power, but 
the big problem with m ost ail of uo is to know in ad­ 
vance what to produce that people w ill w ant when 
we have it produced and be willing to exchange 
som ething for it that we want.

A man 
who never wa# able to succeed on a com petitive baal# 
himaelf, naturally doe# not believe that com petition 
is the beet way of determining who ta t# 
affaire and who is to receive supervision.
